Defence Submission’ 


Mr. Sin,’ making his submissionn, 
enld that the allegations against the 
fugitives were of a very serious 
nature, and jt wns for the Court to 
examine and scrutinize very care- 
fully the evidence adduced in support 
of tho allegations. He ‘believed the 
prosecution would agree with dim 
that the evidence most Important to 
the Crown was that of Wong Yan- 
shan. He would still adhere to the 
submission that he had no case to 
answer, which ho had mado after the 
cose for the prosecution had been 
clored, as he would submit that Wong 
Yanshoan_was_an_ accomplice in_law. | 


Wong Yan-shan, said Mr. Sin, had 
never had any occupation since 1930, 
and at the age of 37‘yeara had rot 
mixed up with Wong Ah-chiu, king 
of the undurworld,.and knew him very 
well’ according to his own evidence. 
As to Wong Yan-shan’s gllegations 
about a meeting which had been held 
atthe Kingnai Commercial Associa-. 
tion in March fast year by the 
fugitives and others, this had been 
disproved by his own: father, who 
was then seerctary of the Associa- 
tion, nnd who had testified that such 
a meeting had never been held, and 
further that he had never seen any 
es before. Wong Yan- 
shan had also contradicted himscif 
with regard to-his mecting with the 
first fugitiv: On these grounds, the 
evidence given by Wong Yan-shan 
should go by the. board. Another 
important part of Wong Yansshan’s 
evidence which had been contradicted 
by the first fugitive wns the alleged 
mecting at No, 69 Shing Wo: Road on 
November 1° last -year. The . first 
fugitive had given testimony that on 
that day he had gone with a friend to 
‘Shaukiwan, and had not returned to 
No: 69 Shingy Wo Road until late at 
night, 


After pointing out further dis- 
erepancies, Mr. Sin submitted that 
there being. so many contradictions in 
the evidence given by Wong Yan- 
shan, that it could not be relied on 
at all. Mr. Sin further pointed out 
that after the defence had proceeded, 
the Crown re-caliod a witneas Cheng

It wan clenr that this had 
been done In view of his submission 
-that—therée— waa—no—case—to—answer;

Cheng Yick-chuen, said Mr. Sin, was 
in a similar position to Wong Yan- 
shan, in that while the latter “had 
been in custody and had been detained 
for four months before he gave 
evidence, Cheng Yick-chuen had been 
detained for six months for some 
alleged offence before coming to give 
evidence. Cheng had, of course, 
denied that the purposp of his giving:

After pointing out contradictions

Referring to Wong Yan-shan’a 
evidence concerning -the arrival in 
Hongkong of Suen Fung-ming, © Mr. 
Sin sald it was a mass of imagina- 
ton, with not a word of truth in it 
at all.

resuming power, he had turned back. 
He had been relensed by the Govern- 
ment pardoned, and, therefore, it was 
reasonable for him to expect that the 
attention of the Government would be 
diverted from himself for the time 
being. But-his own mind had not 
been: diverted from the particular 
Persons who were In hls way, and {t 
was here he might be of assistance in 
having those ‘persons. 
Examination and crosa-cxamination 
left tho first fugitive in such a 
position that he “must needs ‘with- 
draw behind tha Cantoneso* party, 
although he himself had. never lived 
in Canton, except .for: brief visits. 
His: ovidence’ gave the’ Impression’ he 
had never been intimate with Wong 
Yan-shan, but thot did not assist in 
explaining how Wong Yan-shan know 
so much about -his movements. The 
-fugitive also denicd knowing Cheng
